NOTES IN SEASON. 

Thos. Y. Crowell & Co. have just published 
a neat volume entitled “ Making the Most of 
Life,” by Dr. J. R. Miller. The writer’s aim has 
been to stimulate his readers to earnest and wor¬ 
thy living. Practical, homely, vivacious, sen¬ 
sible, the book is especially adapted to the needs 
of the young. 

John A. Taylor & Co. will publish on the 
27th inst. a new story by Mrs. Alexander, en¬ 
titled “ Well Won.” This will be the first issue, 
in their new Mayflower Series , in which they in¬ 
tend to bring out, at intervals of one a month (at 
the uniform price of thirty cents), and a line of 


fiist-class original copyright novels by the most 
popular modern authors. 

D. Appleton & Co. will publish at once in 
their daintily bound Summer Series “ On the 
Lake of Lucerne, and other stories,” by Beatrice 
Whitby, author of “The Awakening of Mary 
Fenwick,” etc. For this volume the author has 
written an introduction addressed to her Ameri¬ 
can readers. The book is embellished with head 
and tail pieces throughout. They also have near¬ 
ly ready “Two Girls on a Barge,” a vivacious 
sketch of odd people and curious experiences on 
the Thames. The book is illustrated by F. H. 
Townsend, whose clever work has become familiar 
to the thousands of readers of “ A Social De¬ 
parture ” and “An American Girl in London.” 

Harper & Brothers will publish at once a 
new romance by James M. Ludlow, entitled “A 
King of Tyre, a Tale of the Times of Ezra and 
Nehemiah.” Those who have read Dr. Ludlow’s 
“Captain of the Janizaries” will need no intro¬ 
duction to this story. The picture which is pre¬ 
sented of life and manners at the court of King 
Hiram is remarkably well drawn, and is evidently 
the result of painstaking study and scholarly re¬ 
search. They will publish at the same time 
Charles Dudley Warner’s “ As We Were Say¬ 
ing,” which has already been described in these 
columns ; and a library edition of William Black’s 
new story, “ Donald Ross of Heimra,” a popular 
edition of which was published in the Franklin 
Square Library a few weeks ago. 

S. C. Griggs & Co. will issue next month 
three important volumes. The first is “ A Study 
of Greek Philosophy,” by Ellen M. Mitchell, with 
an introduction by W. R. Alger. The author en¬ 
deavors to explain what is meant by philosophy 
and gives a concise but most interesting exposi¬ 
tion. The development of philosophy and the 
character of Greek philosophy, with its peculiari¬ 
ties and sources, are fully discussed, showing from 
whence came the beginnings of Greek religion 
and culture. The Presophistic and other schools 
of philosophy are touched upon, brief biographi¬ 
cal notices of their principal exponents being 
given. The chapters on Socrates and the Socra- 
tic philosophy are unusually full and interesting, 
as are also those on Plato and Aristotle. In the 
words of the author : “ Greek philosophy deals 
not with the past, but with the present. It is 
the seeking and the finding amid finite error and 
imperfection of the infinite. To nourish the 
spirit of our time with the fruits of the friendly 
Hellenic spirit is one of the most beautiful and 
grateful problems of the science of history.” The 
second is entitled “ Mens Christi and other Prob¬ 
lems in Theology and Christian Ethics,” by Dr. 
John Steinfort Kedney, author of “ Hegel’s Es¬ 
thetics.” a subtle and ingenious thinker who can¬ 
not fail to invest his treatment of such a theme 
with dignity and freshness—if he is to be judged 
by the lucid and attractive originality of his spec¬ 
ulations on the theory of beauty and of the sub¬ 
lime, not to mention his book on “ Hegel’s 
Esthetics.” The other book is “ Eclectic Short¬ 
hand Lessons — copious exercises for practice 
under the rules of eclectic shorthand,” by Prof. 
J. G. Cross. The volume is intended to aid stu¬ 
dents in acquiring a thorough knowledge of the 
art of shorthand by supplying for careful practice 
copious sentences illustrative of the various rules 
as given in the text-book of “ Eclectic Short¬ 
hand ; ” also to furnish exercises to be used as a 
speed drill in securing rapidity in writing.

THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. V. 

THE ARRANGEMENT AND CARE OF STOCK.—I. 

There is a diversity of opinion as to the proper 
arrangement of stock for the retail bookstore. 
Some adhere altogether to arrangement by pub¬ 
lishers ; others to classification by subject ; and 
others again to an eclectic system. There is 
something to be said in favor of and against all 
three. By the first system the retailer finds it com¬ 
paratively easy to keep himself posted as to his 
stock, to mark up his catalogues previous to order¬ 
ing, and by it the book and its publisher become 
so identified in the bookseller’s mind that he has no 
trouble whatever in finding what he wants when 
he need go to the publisher’s section only. Its 
disadvantage appears when a customer desires to 
see books on certain subjects. They have to be 
gotten together from every part of the store, and 
the bookseller must solve speedily the very diffi¬ 
cult problem of what books he has on the subject 
and where they are shelved. The customer must 
wait; if there be delay he may refuse to sacrifice 
his time, and thus leave the bookseller not only 
to lose the sale of that book, but possibly to lose 
a customer as well. 

A classified stock overcomes the principal ob- 
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jection to the arrangement by publishers, as it is 
easy of access to both the bookseller and his cus¬ 
tomer. Most customers in a bookstore with a 
classified stock may be left to select for them¬ 
selves, giving the bookseller an opportunity to 
wait on others who may want his attendance, 
thus facilitating his business and saving time to 
all concerned. The general objection to this sys¬ 
tem seems to be the difficulty in determining the 
classes to which most books should belong. The 
objections, as crystallized in the expression of one 
bookseller whose opinion was asked on the sub¬ 
ject, are as follows : 

“ There are hundreds of books where hesita¬ 
tion must occur as to where to put them ; and 
when the class has been finally decided, will it be 
remembered when wanted ? Our experience in 
this matter has been very provoking at times, for 
after duly examining the work and deciding its 
proper place, the process of mental reasoning 
with the book in hand has passed utterly from 
us when, a month or so afterwards, the work is 
asked for, and we have only the title to guide us. 
Then, again, an elaborate classification would 
be confusing to the majority of clerks unless they 
were as well posted as the one who puts the books 
away. Then, too, the chances are that many 
of the subjects, such as ethnology, embryology 
and the like, would dwindle dowm to so very few 
volumes, that it would be extremely difficult to 
keep their place in mind. Another very great 
drawback to this system is the difficulty of keep¬ 
ing up the stock—of marking up, for instance, such 
catalogues as Houghton, Mifflin & Co., Harper 
& Bros., D. Appleton & Co., J. B. Lippincott 
Co. and others. Your stock is all over the store, 
it requires no end of time and trouble to mark 
up the list, and the chances are you are not 
satisfied when through that you have not missed 
something.” 

We shall attempt further on to point out how 
some of these objections may be overcome. Of 
course, this system requires considerable study 
and judgment, but certainly what is accomplished 
every day in the library ought also to be possible 
to every book clerk of average intelligence. 

The eclectic system—that is, the arrangement 
by publisher and subjects—combines the draw¬ 
backs of the other systems with a few of its own. 
By this method certain subjects are selected— 
generally those most called for—and all the 
stock bearing upon a given subject is assigned a 
certain section of the shelf-room. By it also 
much stock is left that is not classified, which 
must therefore be put somewhere else. This 
dilemma is, as a rule, overcome by putting the 
remainder of the stock on the shelves under the 
publisher’s name. The perplexity arising from 
this arrangement is that as neither the classi¬ 
fied stock nor that put away by publishers is com- 
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plete, the bookseller and his assistants are obliged 
to bear in mind which books are kept under 
subjects and which under publisher’s name. Con¬ 
sequently the bookseller must rely entirely on his 
memory and his knowledge of books and publish¬ 
ers—a plan which is not generally to be recom¬ 
mended to any but those endowed with a phenom¬ 
enal memory. As already noted, this plan com¬ 
bines the evils complained of in the other systems, 
and has only half of their advantages. Neither 
part of the arrangement is complete, and it 
makes it extremely difficult and laborious to keep 
track of separate books when replenishing the 
stock. 

In another issue we shall attempt to show how 
a general stock of books in a fairly equipped 
bookstore may be shelved, arranged and cared 
for, the outgrowth of a practical experience of 
many years, and it is hoped that especially the 
younger readers of The Publishers’ Weekly 
may derive some benefit from the hints given.

THE SAN FRANCISCO FAILURES. 

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE PUBLISHERS. 

Gentlemen : The Bancroft Company of San 
Francisco has just inaugurated a most disastrous 
system of underselling, and advertise under sen¬ 
sational headings—“ Revolution of the Book 
Trade on the Pacific Coast,” etc., and state that 
they will give 20 per cent, discount on all books 
on which they receive regular discounts. That 
this system of underselling has proved ruinous to 
the book trade in this city the publishers are well 
aware, for it has been recently demonstrated by 
the numerous failures which have taken place in 
the short space of two years. 

I clearly showed the fact in The Publishers* 
Weekly of August 1 that with freights at $4.20 
per hundred pounds it was impossible for book¬ 
sellers here to give 20 per cent, discount from 
publisher’s price and to pay expenses. This re¬ 
ferred to standard and staple publications that 
could be brought out by rail. 

The case is far more serious, however, in re¬ 
gard to new books. The San Francisco readers 
expect to find the latest publications on the book¬ 
sellers’ tables almost as soon as they are an¬ 
nounced. In order to meet this demand, in my 
case, the publishers are instructed to send from 
two to five copies of each new book by express or 
mail as soon as published. In some cases this 
number is sufficient for the demand, but when a 
book is popular it is necessary to order and re¬ 
order also by express, as it would be fatal to 
wait for thirty days by rail for new books. Now, 
the cheapest rate by express is 8 cents per pound. 
The packages have to be made up in less than 
four pounds each, and wrapped with boards and 
many thicknesses of paper to insure safe delivery 
in perfect condition. This increases the rate to 
about 10 cents per pound ; consequently, when a 
bookseller gives 20 per cent, discount he realizes 
about 5 per cent, profit. How long he can con¬ 
tinue in business at this rate can be easily imag¬ 
ined. 

The Bancroft Company have a perfect right, 
after they have purchased books, to sell at 20 or 


50 per cent, discount, or to give their stock away 
if they so desire, and to pay for advertising the 
same ; and the publishers have also the right to 
sell to the firm if they are satisfied with their 
methods of conducting their business. 

I do not think, however, that the publishers 
have the right to aid this company by supplying 
them editorial copies, which they use to advertise 
the fact that they are selling all new books at 20 
per cent, below published price, and by so doing 
assist them in breaking up the trade of contem¬ 
poraries who are trying to uphold the dignity of 
the profession, and to sell only at remunerative 
rates and to pay their bills when due. 

I will state my case. The following notices 
appeared in the review columns of the Argonaut 
on April 8, and will speak for themselves : 

Another gap in the historical student’s library is filled 
by “ Portugal,” by Professor H. Morse Stephens, recent¬ 
ly issued in the Story of the Nations Series. It is a chron¬ 
ological history of Portugal, based upon the latest foreign 
historical studies as well as upon ancient documents, and 
is supplemented with an interesting chapter on Portu¬ 
guese literature, over which the author waxes eloquent. 
Published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York; for sale 
by William Doxcy, price, $1.50, and by the Bancroft 
Company, price, $1.20. 

“ The Adventures of Three Worthies,” by Clinton Ross. 
The three worthies are “ a gentleman of modern France,” 
etc., etc. Published by G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York; 
for sale by William Doxey, price, 75 cents, and by the 
Bancroft Company, price, 60 cents. 

“Church and Creed,” by the Rev. R. Heber Newton, 
is an amplification" of three sermons by an earnest Chris¬ 
tian, etc., etc. Published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New 
York ; for sale by William Doxey, price, 75 cents, and by 
the Bancroft Company, price, 60 cents. 

Precisely the same thing occurred with three 
different notices in the San Francisco Chronicle of 
Sunday, the 9th instant : 

Eothen. By A. W. Kinglake. New York: G. P. Put¬ 
nam’s Sons. [William Doxey; price, $1. The Bancroft 
Company; price, 80 cents.] 

The Corporation Problem. By W. W. Cook. New 
York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons. [William Doxey; price, 
$1.50. The Bancroft Company ; price, $t.20.] 

California and Alaska. By William S. Webb New 
York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons. [William D >xey; price, 
$2.25. The Bancroft Company; price, $1.80.] 

The editorial notices in this paper have a 
larger circulation than any other on the Coast, 
and the above is calculated to do me much harm, 
as to the average reader the impression is not 
that the Bancroft Company is underselling, but 
that I am charging more than I should. 

In all the review notices credited to this firm 
of undersellers, the price of the book is quoted, 
not at the retail price, but a $1.50 book is priced 
$1.20, and so on. Now I ask, can the publishers 
afford to supply them with the material which 
enables them to fix the price of all new books 20 
per cent, below what the other houses can afford 
to sell them ? for in so doing they are placing in 
the Bancroft Company’s hands a whip wherewith 
to castigate all the other retailers in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and eventually themselves. 

To demonstrate that I cannot afford to sell the 
three books reviewed in the Argonaut at lower 
than the retail price, I append a copy of my in¬ 
voice for the same :

the retail prices. Upon turning to the invoice of 
Messrs. Harper & Brothers for these books I 
find the gross profit to be a little better than the 
above, but less than 10 per cent. 

I place these facts and figures before you, and 
I ask how you expect the San Francisco book¬ 
sellers to pay you one hundred cents on the dol¬ 
lar.

NEWSDEALERS AND BOOKSELLERS’ 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

EIGH TH A NNUA L CONFERENCE. 

August ii was an unfortunate day, on ac¬ 
count of the extreme heat, for the opening of the 
Eighth Annual Conference of the Newsdealers 
and Booksellers’ National Association, and there¬ 
fore the meeting was not as well attended as it 
might have been had the weather been more fa¬ 
vorable. The enthusiasm, however, of those pres¬ 
ent made up for the diminished attendance. 

The conference opened at 10:30 sharp, James 
G. McMurrav, President, in the chair, and B. F. 
Gordon, of New York, acting as Secretary. 

In calling the meeting to order the President 
made a few remarks in which he congratulated 
the Association on the good work accomplished, 
and warned them of the need of holding together 
and working for their common interests. 

The roll-call was read. It declared thirty-two 
delegates present, five States being represented, 
with accredited delegates from the Rhode Island 
Newsdealers’ Protective Union, Philadelphia 
Newsdealers’ Association, Brooklyn Newsdealers’ 
Protective Union, New York Newsdealers and 
Stationers’ Protective and Benevolent Associa¬ 
tion, and three representatives of the press, which 
made up the entire body. 

Among the committee reports the most im¬ 
portant was that read by Mr. E. J. Nieuwland on 
the effort to start a Newsdealers’ Co-operative 
Supply Company in opposition to the American 
News Company. Mr. Nieuwland said that he 
was* not much encouraged inasmuch as matters 
had looked more favorable a year ago. 

As Chairman for the Committee on Post-Of¬ 
fice, Mr. Nieuwland reported progress. He 
wrote to the Postmaster-General six months ago 
regarding boxes for quick delivery and safekeep¬ 
ing of newspapers, periodicals and the most 
bulky magazines. The Postmaster-General gave 
assurance that the matter would be looked into 
as soon as possible, and Mr. Nieuwland had in¬ 
formation that a committee of postmasters, com¬ 
posed of the large cities’ executives, had met, but 
came to no final decision on the matter. There 
were samples of nearly one thousand boxes from 
which Mr. VVanamaker could take his pick. Mr. 


Nieuwland spoke at length and.proved the great 
saving in time, money and convenience it would 
be to all concerned. The report was accepted as 
read. 

During the afternoon session the following 
officers were elected for the coming year:

First Vice-President, T. J. McBride, New York; 
Second Vice President, Miss E. Denroche, 
Friendship, N. Y.j Recording Secretary, P. J. 
McGrath, Brooklyn, N. Y.; Corresponding Secre¬ 
tary, B. F. Gordon, New York City: Financial 
Secretary, J. M. Shawcross, Providence, R. I.; 
Treasurer, F. A. Salisbury, Providence, R. I.; Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee. C. B. Swift, Chairman, 
Philadelphia. Pa.; D. E. Sullivan, Providence, 
R. I.; J. R. Suter, Brooklyn, N. Y.; J. Brennan, 
New York; E. C. Rahme, Philadelphia, Pa.; 
Sergeant-at-Arms, J. Monanzi, Brooklvn, N. Y. 

Among the resolutions adopted were the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Resolved , That we are in favor of the return system, 
and a discount of not less than 40 per cent, from the 
printed price on all papers, magazines and periodicals. 

Resolved , That we protest with all our might against 
the advance in the wholesale prices made by branches of 
the American News Company. 

Whereas, Under the heading of freight charges, the 
American News Company in some cases taxes over two 
hundred per cent, profit, to wit: The dea’ers in Boston 
are charged two dollars and fifty cents per hundred¬ 
weight on freight from New York, and the cost to the 
American News Company does not exceed sixteen cents 
per hundredweight, therefore be it 

Resolved , That we firmly demand the immediate right¬ 
ing of this outrageous wrong, and the co-operation of the 
publishers in our demand for the same. 

Whereas, Certain laws governing the Post-Office De¬ 
partment are construed to discriminate in favor of the 
American News Company, as against the wholesale pub¬ 
lishing and retailing interests of the book, peiiodical and 
news trade, in the matter of returning unsold second-class 
mail matter, and 

Whereas, The question of pound rates on periodicals 
is now on discussion before Congress, therefore be it 

Resolved. That the Newsdealers and Booksellers’ Na¬ 
tional Association, in mass-meeting assembled, pray for 
the speedy equalization of all postal laws and the annul¬ 
ling of the 'aw granting special privileges to the Ameri¬ 
can News Company 

Resolved , Th«t we are in favor of one cent pound rates 
on all books and periodicals, whether bound in doth or 
paper, and the same uniform rate on unsold copies re¬ 
turned to wholesaler or publisher. 

Whereas, The newsdealers of America suffer many 
wrongs at the hands of the American News Company 
monopoly in overcharging, arbitrary rules and many 
other abuses natural to its undisputed monopoly, and 

Whereas, All news, book and periodical dealers w’ould 
hail with delight an opposition backed with men of 
capital and men of w’orth, experience and sound business 
judgment, and 

Whereas, It can be easily proven that there i« urgent 
need for competition in the wholesale periodical and 
news business, and we only believe it is the dense igno¬ 
rance of capitalists that prevents their embarking in the 
enterprise: therefore be it 

Resolved , That w r e, the Newsdealers and Booksellers’ 
Association, representing the trade of all America, make 
this appeal to investors, and only ask a hearing to prt sent 
our claims on the need of another wholesale news com¬ 
pany.

THE EFFECT OF THE COPYRIGHT LAW 
ON DRAMATIC WORKS. 

The effects of a law, says the New York Even¬ 
ing Post , “ are often most unexpected, and one re 
suit of the new Copyright Act will be the publi¬ 
cation of plays by foreign dramatists hitherto 
kept in manuscript to preserve the stage right 
recognized at common law. Hitherto Mr. W. S. 
Gilbert has been the only English dramatist 
who has freely published his works. Now, 
however, the plays of Mr. Henry Arthur Jones 
are announced for publication by the Macmillans, 
and those of Mr. Arthur W. Pinero are sho'rtly 
to be issued by another English publisher. In 
the United States Mr. Bronson Howard has 
printed only one of his successful plays, ‘ Sara¬ 
toga.’ Time was v%hen new pieces were regu¬ 
larly published and were regularly read, much as 
novels are now. The custom ceased scarcely 
half a century ago. Certain of the earlier com¬ 
edies of the late Dion Boucicault are obtainable 
in seemly pamphlets now, unlike the broad- 
paged books in which M. Alexandre Dumas fils 
and M. Pailleron first issue their comedies. It 
will be most interesting to observe what the ef¬ 
fect will be upon the literature of the stage by the 
author's consciousness that his work is to be 
tried again in the library.” 
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4 ‘ CHRONICLES OF THE BUILDERS OF

During the progress of his historical labors, 
the fact gradually forced itself upon Mr. Ban¬ 
croft that the men who had made the history he 
was writing were not receiving sufficient atten¬ 
tion. These men were not merely historical 
•characters in the ordinary sense, not alone factors 
or originators of progress ; they were creators of 
commonwealths, having with their own hands 
fashioned from raw material the fabrics of their 
destinies. The wondrous changes which have 
been accomplished in California within half a 
century have been brought about by men plain 
and practical, working each for himself, his fam¬ 
ily, his locality. Mr. Bancroft argues that before 
it can be said that a complete historical presenta¬ 
tion has been made of the country he has covered 
in his great history, this work must have a bio¬ 
graphical section, devoted primarily to the men, 
as the historical section proper is devoted pri¬ 
marily to the events—this section to be in the 
truest sense a work of historical biography and 
characterization. 

To this section, after careful consideration, he 
has given the title “ Chronicles of the Builders of 
the Commonwealth.” Those whose lives he will 
write are the makers and rulers of the common¬ 
wealths, the political and social dominators, the 
embodiment of the power, wealth and intelligence 
of the communities in which they work. 

The first volume of this new series of biograph¬ 
ical history covers a general survey of the sources 
of power and progress, and of the influences early 
dominating America, particularly the northwest¬ 
ern part thereof, and gives details of the life and 
work of John Jacob Astor, William B. Astor, J. 
J. Astor, W. W. Astor, Frederick Billings, Benito 
Juarez, Junipero Serra, William T. Coleman, 
Stephen J. Field, Irving M. Scott, William Gil¬ 
pin, W. S. Ladd and William M. Ladd. Fine 
steel portraits of all these men, engraved by H. 
B. Hall’s Sons, are given in the volume. 

This work of Mr. Bancroft’s will be of far more 
general interest than his previous historical writ¬ 
ings, for most of the men whose telling work in 
building up the West is mentioned have done 
similar work in the East, and are known through¬ 
out the United States. The History Company, 
San Francisco, Cal., are the publishers.

A NEW PHASE OF THE SITU A TION IN

Dear Sir: Allow me to thank you for your 
editorial in Publishers’ Weekly of the 1st Inst. 
You have taken the right stand in maintaining that 
the retail bookseller should be protected by the 
publisher. There are, doubtless, many serious- 
Ioo'dng obstacles in the publisher’s way, but 
surely they can be overcome. 

Should publishers allow a dealer to use their 
editorial copies, which they supplied free, as a 
means of underselling, as shown by the enclosed 
clippings * of reviews of new books, taken from 
the San Francisco Chronicle and Argonaut , in 
which an underselling firm here has had the 
price of new books quoted at less than the pub¬ 
lished price ? 


Did not the books sent for review belong to 
the publishers ? 

Should not the published price be quoted ? 

Should the publishers not strongly object to 
having the wrong price quoted in review copies ? 

The practice of having undersellers’ prices in re¬ 
views may be common in the Eastern States, but 
it is an innovation here. If it is customary with 
you, the publishers naturally will not notice the 
matter; but if not usual, the probabilities are that 
the limit of endurance has been reached when a 
firm favored with free editorialcopies can calmly 
place a wrong price upon them and subject the 
publishers to annoyance from the authors, the 
public, and the retail dealer’s probable complaint. 

That the retail dealers should organize is imper¬ 
ative and would benefit both them and the publish¬ 
ers. I would suggest that some steps be taken 
towards holding a convention of retail booksell¬ 
ers in New York during the coming year. I am 
about as faraway as any dealer, but would attend, 
and think that much good would result from such 
a meeting.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

The Hon. Henry Bill died on the 14th inst. 
at Eastern Point. Conn. He was born in Led- 
yard, Conn., May 18, 1S24. In 1S47 he began 
business in Norwich as book publisher, founding 
what is now known as the Henry Bill Publishing 
Company. About fifteen years ago he retired 
from active business. Mr. Bill was a good speci¬ 
men of the self-made man. Born in a rural 
town and given only slight educational advan¬ 
tages, he far outstripped in the race of life many 
who were far more favored at the outset. By his 
own sagaciry and energy he acquired an ample 
fortune, and yet bestowed freely of Lis means for 
a great variety of benevolent objects. At the 
age of fifteen he taught school lor $9 a month ; 
but, having been a printer’s apprentice and a can¬ 
vasser subsequently, he founded a publishing 
house ol his own ten years later, and for nearly 
thirty years he printed and sold by subscription 
books of a popular type, such as Dr. Kitto's 
“ Illustrated History of the Bible” and Abbott’s 
** Civil War in America.” some of which had an 
enormous sale. Mr. Bill gave a fine library to his 
native town, Ledyard ; he built up a beautiful 
suburb of Norwich known as Laurel Hill, con¬ 
tributing also a park to its attractions ; during 
the civil war he spent time and money freely for 
the Union cause and was a helpful ally and 
agent of Governor Buckingham ; and he aided in 
the foundation of schools for freedmen in the 
South. His personal and less widely known 
beneficences, moreover, were neither few nor 
small. 
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William Bowden died lately in London of 
English cholera. He was well known to the 
English book trade, as he printed practically the 
whole of the second-hand booksellers’ catalogues 
during a period cf over forty years. Though not 
a very profitable branch of printing, Mr. Bow¬ 
den by his industry and the judicious investment 
of the profits was enab'ed to retire from business 
some ten years since. About that period he paid 
a visit to this country, where he has many friends. 
The news of his death will be heard on both sides 
the Atlantic with regret. He was the grand¬ 
father of Mr. A. J. Bowden, of Mitchell’s, New 
York. 

Auguste Vitu, a well-known French drama¬ 
tist, journalist and litte>ateur, died on the iSth 
inst. He was born at Meudon, October 7, 1823. 
and began his literary career at the age of nine¬ 
teen by writing for the Theatre Joly a little 
comedy entitled “ La Jeunesse de Sedaine.” He 
wrote a novel. *' Les Chauffeurs du Nord,” under 
the pseudonym of Vidoq. He was an indefatiga¬ 
ble worker and produced rapidly. He was the 
most learned of the Molidristes, as well as the 
best informed of the chroniclers of Paris. In 
“ Le Jeu de Paume des Mestayers et l’lllustre 
Theatre” and in “ La Maison Mortuaire de Mo- 
liere ” he overthrew, with proofs visible and tan¬ 
gible for everybody, the Molieresque archaeology 
of Beffara and Fournier. When Ballande organ¬ 
ized for the Theatre Italien a jubilee and a Mo- 
liere exhibition, the rarest books, documents, 
archives and portraits were obtained from Vitu. 
His admiration for Moliere was so profound that 
he regarded it as superfluous to praise him, and 
he labored incessantly to make him better known. 
His illness, which began a year ago, after an 
accident wherein his leg was broken, interrupted, 
at “ Le Mariage Force,” one of the most precious 
works known to bibliophilists—the Jouaust edi¬ 
tion of Moliere’s plays, with notices and notes by 
Vitu. 

Lewis D. Kiel, of Kiel & Brother, book¬ 
sellers, Fort Wayne, Ind., dropped dead in his 
store on the afternoon of the 18th inst., after a 
long walk in the hot sun. He was at one time 
owner of the Fort Wayne Gazette. 


OLD-BOOK CHAT. 

I don’t quite understand Lady Burton’s action 
in destroying the Arabic MS. left by her husband. 
She acted as business manager of the “ Arabian 
Nights” and received money for that book, be¬ 
sides answering letters relating to it. Now, if 
she could stand the “ Arabian Nights,” one would 
think she could stand anything. There is a 
science in advertising which these titled ladies, in 
common with actresses who lose five or ten thou¬ 
sand dollars’ worth of jewels at alarmingly fre¬ 
quent intervals, seem to understand very well. 

I came across a catalogue dated 1843 the other 
day. It was issued by Thomas Rodd. one of the 
most celebrated of second-hand booksellers. The 
later pages are devnted to Americana, and serve 
to show the extraordinary advances in value made 
by this class of old books. Denton’s “ New 
York,”4to. 1670, is priced iSs.; the Barlow copy 
brought $525 and was resold in the Ives sale for 
$615, and has again been sold privately at a good 
advance. The best edition (1684) of “ Buca- 
niers of America” is priced at 9s. Childe’s 
“New England Jonas Cast Up in London,” 
1647, 8s. ! Hamor’s “ Virginia” is described as 


rare as an excuse for asking the high price of 
£2 i6«. for it. The Latin edit’on of Hanot's 
“ Virginia ” is priced at £2 8s. It was a fine copy 
in green morocco. For the sum of two guineas 
was offered an uncut copy of Lederers “ Discov¬ 
eries,” 1672. Of late yeais two copies have been 
offered in New York—one realized $315, the 
other $275. Scarcely less a bargain now would 
be “Lewis and Clarke’s Travels” for 5s. 
The rare New York tract. “ Gospel Order Re¬ 
vived,” is marked 7s., and is worth now ten 
times as many dollars. A series of the Eliot 
tracts could have been obtained at from 6*. to 
7s. apiece. There are a good many of us who 
would like to buy a copy of Smith’s “ Virginia,” 
1632, for £1 10s. now—that was all it was worth 
in 1843 \ but what is one to think when we see 
Thevet’s “ New Found World,” published in 
156s, described as a “ fine copy ” and absolutely 
offered at £2 2s. ? Surely that must have been 
worth more, even fifty years ago ? 

There is much interest manifested in old-book 
circles as to what is to become of the late Mr. 
Kalbfleisch’s library. That the late owner dis¬ 
posed of some few books at different periods is 
well known; but as to the extent of the remainder 
there is considerable uncertainty. No informa¬ 
tion as to the destination of the library can be 
obtained from the family at present, and the 
general curiosity must remain unsatisfied. It was 
said that Mr. Quaritch had purchased the library, 
but I have seen a letter in which he denies this 
rumor. Bibliophilus.

Taine’s “Notes sur l’Angleterre,” as has been 
reported. He is going to supply a bibliography 
to the new edition of Taine’s “ History of Eng¬ 
lish Literature.” 

Mr. Bartlett has in preparation the ninth 
and final edition of his “Dictionary of Familiar 
Quotations.” The list of authors now reaches 
850. The eighth edition appeared eight years 
ago and the first thirty-six years ago. 

The four little stanzas called “ Lilies,” and 
signed “ Ethel Clifford,” in the English Illus¬ 
trated Magazine for August, are by the elder 
daughter of the late Prof. W. K. Clifford, F. R.S* 
The young lady, who is only fifteen (we hope 
she will not mind our disclosing her years, 
since there are so few of them) holds the Cam¬ 
bridge Scholarship at Queen’s College, London. 
— London Academy. 

Services in memory of James Russell Lowell 
weie held in Westminster Abbey on the 14th inst. 
The ceremony was very impressive. After ihe 
reading of the fifteenth chapter of Corinthians a 
hymn was sung. Canon Farrar then delivered 
the oration. The services closed with the sing¬ 
ing of the anthem, “ Blessed are the dead, w ho 
with lives speaking.” Among the many Ameri¬ 
cans present was United States Minister Lin¬ 
coln.

The Hoffmann Brothers Co. has published 
“Mediaeval and Modern Cosmology,” another 
scientific work by Rev. J. Gmeiner. 

Ginn & Co. will publish shortly “ Starland,” a 
collection of talks with young people about the 
wonders of the heavens, by Sir Robert S. Ball. 

McCauley & Kilner will publish in the fall 
“ Christ Our Teacher,” from the French, by J. 
B. St. Jure, S.J., with an introduction by Car¬ 
dinal Gibbons. 

Julien Gordon’s [Mrs. Van Rensselaer Cruger] 
novel, “ A Puritan Pagan,” was published by D. 
Appleton & Co. on July 31. Within a week a 
second edition was on the press ; this was soon 
exhausted, and a third edition is now on its way 
to the bookstores. 

Fleming H. Revell Co. have made arrange¬ 
ments to issue shortly a series of expository vol¬ 
umes by Rev. F. B. Meyer, of London, whose 
marked individuality impressed the Northfield 
Conference so favorably.

The edition will con¬ 
tain a number of favorite fairy tales by Perrault, 
Mine. d’Aulnoy, etc., offering easy and enter¬ 
taining reading, with helpful notes and vocabu¬ 
lary. They also announce Andersen’s “ Bilder- 
buch ohne Bilder,” an illustrated edition, with 
notes and vocabulary by Dr. Wilhelm Bernhardt. 
Readers of this charming work will welcome an 
edition by this well-known teacher and editor. 

A. D. F. Randolph & Co. will publish im¬ 
mediately “A Friendly Talk about Revision,” 
being a discussion of the report presented to the 
last General Assembly, by Edward D. Morris. 
The writer of this little tractate by no means as¬ 
sumes to be the special champion of this report. 


He is simply a private member of the Committee 
of Revision, charged with no particular responsi¬ 
bility and aspiring to no particular honor or con¬ 
trol. His assumed function is one of explana¬ 
tion chiefly. His only justification for bringing 
himself into public view in this connection lies in 
his absorbing interest in the whole movement, 
and his prayerful hope and purpose that nothing, 
shall come in to prevent the happiest possible 
outcome from the labors of the committee.

The 
arrangement is geographical, and practical and 
comparatively easy for reference. The volume 
has steadily improved in the reliability of its 
data and is now one of the most impoitant and 
useful trade helps in circulation.
